E aster morning, placing 
one on tho folded white napkin at 
each plate. 
No. 2 shows an egg rep­ 
resenting our idea of a “cranky” Aunt 
Nan, long faced and of sour mien. 
A 
bit of white lawn, closely folded to fit 
the egg, forms her cap. 
A large pota­ 
to may be cut to answ er for a shoul­ 
der block, Into which the lower end 
of the egg fits. 
This potato founda­ 
tion m ust also be covered with white 
lawn. 
The features are drawn In, 
first, very carefully with the pencil, 
then painted with w ater colors. 
No. 3 is the head of a jolly "chap­ 
pie,” whose hat may be of straw or 
m ade of plaited tissue paper. 
The 
collar la cut from ordinary white note­ 
paper and a bit of black or gay rib­ 
bon forms tho necktie. 
This style of 
E aster egg may Im- made most laugh­ 
able by painting the nose—at the end 
—very red, the lips a bright pink, the 
cheeks a trifle paler than the Ups. 
the eyes a tw inkling black and the 
hair a color usually known as "sandy.” 
No. 4 gives the E aster egg In the 
form of a very fat baby’s face looking 
from the full ruffles of a hood. 
The 
egg is turned small end up, so as to 
give all the roundness to the double 
chin and fat cheeks. Taint with w ater 
colors the eyes—wide open-—a baby 
blue, the cheeks and chin delicate pink 
and the hair flaxen. 
Pick out long 
lashes about the wide-open eyes with 
a black lead pencil. 
In many other ways the E aster egg 
has evolved into a most Interesting 
thing, som etim es quite artistic and 
again most ludicrous. 
If the eggs are 
to be kept any length of time it Is 
advisable to blow the contents from 
the shells, although hard boiled eggs 
keep for several months. 
There are for sale in the shops all 
sorts of china, wooden and glass eggs 
for Easter, but these never give the 
satisfaction to the little ones that 
“real, sure-sure-enough eggs” do. Tur­ 
key and duck eggs ara in much de­ 
mand for Easter, owing to their enor­ 
mous size.

who had an eye for color and a clever 
hand to execute. 
A duck's egg was 
made, by the sam e girl, to resemble 
the head of a rabbit, with Its long ears 
o f white paper softly tinted with wa­ 
te r colors. 
A most unique E aster egg greeting 
was planned by a little boy, who, 


doubtless, 
possessed 
very 
original 
ideas, with the ability to carry them 
out. 
He selected a lot of fine, beau­ 
tifully shaped eggs (there is a great 
difference in the shape of eggs, you 
know) and had them "blown” by the 
cook, who was an adept at such work. 


greeting (In red Ink): 
"H ello’

the inscription. 
These "E aster egg greetings 
as 
the little fellow was wont to call them, 
were daintily wrapped in pretty tissue 
palters 
tied with b tu of bright rib­ 
bons and placed in white pasteboard 
boxes, to be sent on E aster eve to his 
many friends, who, you may he sure, 
were delighted to receive them. 
A German housemaid, being very j 
fond of her m istress’ little children 
and wishing to add a bit of homely 
cheer to their Eaater tide. decided to 
follow a quaint and pretty custom ob­ 
served in many provinces of Germany. 
Early on E aster m o r n i n g — before one 
of the family was astir—she stole out 
on the lawn and 
hid 
little nests 
(Which she had secretly made during 
her spare hours) under shrubs, trees, I 
behind vines and flower pots and in j 
every conceivable corner of the yard. 
In these nests, fashioned of straw , 
twigs and twine, she placed the fresh­ 
est of eggs, which were to be choked 
for E aster breakfast. 
And the cook­ 
ing was done out of doors In a kettlo 
placed over a rude camp fire for the 
purpose. 
W hen the family came down stairs 
the German maid told them th at I-ie 
E aster rabbits had been in the grounds 
the previous night and th at if the chil­ 
dren would hunt about the yard they 
would find fresh egg* for breakfast 
left there for them by the snow-whito 
rabbits. 
Eagerly the little ones, accompanied 
by their parents, who were as full of 
happy anticipation as the children, ran 
into the grounds about, the house hunt­ 
ing for the eggs the rabbits had 
brought 
Scream s of delight and joy- 


ohs laughter followed the finding of 
the nests, which were quickly robbed 
of their contents. 
Then to the steam ­ 
ing big kettle they all hurried, carry- 
lug eggs in hats and aprons, and the 
German maid—no less happy than the 
children—superintended the boiling of 
the eggs, which were taken piping bot 
to the dining-room, where the rest of 
the breakfast aw aited the family. And 
a m ost delightful E aster breakfast was 
enjoyed by all, each declaring th at he 
or she had never before tasted such 
deliciously flavored eggs as had been 
brought to .them by the snow-white 
E aster rabbits on E aster Eve night.

There is only one m onum ent in the 
whole British colony of the Bermudas 
—and it is erected to the memory of 
an American. This fact may seem a 
bit strange until one has heard the 
story, which Is really a story of the 
Bermuda lily, and of the man who 
m ade it possible. 
Many years ago—during President 
H ayes’ adm inistration, in fact—Gen. 
Russel H astings, who had maSe for 
him self a brilliant record during the 
civil war, was m arried in the W hite 
House at W ashington. 
He and his 
bride went to Bermuda on their wed­ 
ding trip, and were so charm ed with 
the beauty of the place th at they re­ 
solved then and there to return, and, 
if possible, to make it their perm a­ 
nent abode. 
The climate, too. appeal­ 
ed to them. 
(The general had been 
seriously wounded in the war, and 
was far from well.) 
A little later the two came again. 
Not as tourists this time, but as home- 
seekers. 
In those days the now-exist­ 
ing law that none but English citizens 
can own land in English colonies was 
not in force. So General H astings had 
no difficulty in acquirjng a large es­ 
tate. He chose a picturesque site in the 
little city of Hamilton, surrounding a 
land-locked bay. 
Here he built his 
home, "Sonci,” which stands to-day 
among tropical trees and luxuriant 
flowers. 
Not only did General H astings at 
once become deeply interested in the 
place, and in the possibilities for its 
developm ent, but he was genuinely 
distressed at the poverty of the island­ 
ers, says a w riter in the D etroit Free 
Press. * Setting about to im prove m at­ 
ters, he studied the clim atic condi­ 
tions, experim ented again and again, 
and at length his efforts were crowned 
with success. 
It was found that our 
present-day E aster lily, originally a 
native of Japan, would attain in Ber­ 
muda to a perfection of loveliness 
hitherto unknown. The islanders were 
soon pressed into service, and since 
about 1876 the culture of lilies has 
been not only their chief pride, but 
their chief m eans of livelihood as well. 
Imagine a tiny group of islands, far 
out in the A tlantic—the largest of 


them about 15 miles long and not 
wider, at most, than a mile and a 
half—set beneath the bluest of blue 
skies, and seem ing to rest on w ater 
whose transparency and brilliancy of 
color are unequaled anywhere. T his is 
Bermuda, the home of the E aster lily. 
•

As the incoming boat sk irts the 
shore, the lily fields look from a dis­ 
tance 
like 
white 
sum mer 
clouds 
dropped down from the sky upon the 
i green islands. 
Lily fragrance fills the 
I air and Is blown by the wind far out 
! over the water. 
Coming nearer you 
see the fields more clearly—rows up­ 
on rows of blossoms, tall, stately and 
snowy white. 
It is very beautiful. 
It was not until the early ’80’s that 
the Bermuda lily became well known 
in the United States. 
It is said that 
a Philadelphia woman, returning from 
the islands, lsought home a plant to 
bloom. 
This came to the attention of 
W. K. H arris, an enterprising florist 
of the Quaker city, who purchased a 
lot of the bulbs, from which he suc­ 
ceeded In raising hundreds of plants, 
introducing 
them 
under 
the 
name 
Lilium H arrisii. 
Thus the Easter lily 
Industry spread to America, and to 
other countries as well. But nowhere 
do the flowers grow so perfect and 
beautiful as under 
the 
quickening 
w arm th of the tropical sun of Ber­ 
muda. 
O rdinarily only bulbs are exported, 
but at the rush season whole boat 
loads of cut buds and of thlckly-bod- 
ded plants are packed and shipped 
away, carrying the sweet m essage 
of the E astertide into countless homes 
and churches. 
G eneral H astings is dead. 
In spite 
of his long residence in Bermuda, be 
rem ained a devotedly loyal American 
citizen and from tim e to time concern­ 
ed him self with public affairs, holding 
various positions of responsibility and 
honor. 
The islanders rem em ber him 
as their friend and benefactor, and 
th at they and those that come after 
them may not be unmindful of the 
debt of gratitude they owe, a beauti­ 
ful monument has been recently erect­ 
ed in Hamilton in his memory.
